GENERAL • 


In  general  the  population  has  been  very  healthy  and  free  from 
epidemics.  There  is  a  noteworthy  preponderance  of  births  over  deaths. 


I  am  glad  that  the  usefulness  of  the  hospital  is  gradually  being 
recognised  and  there  is  often  need  for  a  bigger  staff  and  increased 
accommodation.  Many  Mothers,  particularly  from  the  Off  Islands  realise 
the  convenience  of  the  Hospital  for  confinement.  Operations  and 
dressings  can  be  performed  and  treatments  given  under  conditions  which 
were  unobtainable  before.  As  equipment  is  gradually  added  to,  better 
treatment  can  be  given.

BAKE  HOUSES  AND  SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  Satisfactory. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough'  and.  Measles  but  no  general  epidemic.  There  were  no  deaths. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  One  new  pulmonary  case  was  notified. 

One  pulmonary  case  died. 

DIPHTHERIA.  In  all,  155  children  had  had  the  innoculation 
completed  by  the  end  of  1942.  There  have  been  no  cases  of 
diphtheria.  In  general,  parents  only  take  advantage  of  this  health 
service  when  they  hear  that  diphtheria  is  prevalent  in  Penzance.
